18S2. the rank of G^aoial of Divis.oa. 
Iu 1855 he commanded an infantry divi- 
■ion to Marebal Bo^qoei's corpa in tbe 
Orimeai in which capacity he took ft 
personal part in the famou- and success- 
ful aeaaulC on the Malaltoff. establishing 
;''bim8ell in that .w,ork, and holdtug H 
notwithstanding tbe"reipeated and pro- 
longed.effof la ot the BoMiapa to dislodge 
him. For'thie anrvlo 3 ha was decorat- 
ed with ibo GrandrOroBsot theJiegiOD 
ot Honor, andr on .lha return of peace be 
wa* made a^eenaton In 1857 he re- 

■ iurnid'to Afrida, were ho was soon raia- 
ed to tbe position of CommaDdfer-io-Lhiet 
of the sea »r d land iorceH in Algeria, lo 
the Italian war. buwe^er, he ovtee bw 
chief piomenanca bt-f. re the Eur. pean 
public. B..'l'«iii-r ibo position of *>on)- 
aiander/ot the Second Army Corps, boi 

■ reaUy by ib'a Bide of the Emperor, be 
fenderid st tbo groat, and for some time 
very dubious, battle ot Magenta, serrices 
•0 important that he was uamed by bis 
Sovereign, on the field of battle, Duke of 
Maijeuta, and Marabal of France. In 
1864 he received the appointment ol 
Governor-General of AlKeria, and from 
which he baa receml) been called to 
take ttfi important command in ibe pre- 
sent war. Tno Duke of Magenta ts re. 
preienied as combining rapidity of jodge- 
ojeui with oalmneaa of tiibpor ana firm- 
nets of purpose in a remarkable degr.o. 
AUhougb never a favorite with 
the Emperor, his abiliies, oha- 
raoier, and servioos have neither 
been noappreoiafd nor unrewarded,
